The  Water  Pressure. 

To  The  Citizen : 

As  Che  citizens  of  Bloomfield  feel  the 
same  interest  in  the  Water  Works  as 
those  of  East  Orange,  the  Water  Com¬ 
pany  furnishes  the  following  information 
in  regard  to  the  pressure,  viz: 

“  On  the  question  of  water  pressure 
the  Water  Company  leave  nothing  to 
chance  or  guess  work.  At  the  water 
works  are  two  water  pressure  gauges, 
which  the  engineers  watch  day  and  night, 
as  carefully  as  the  steam  gauges  on  the 
boilers.  In  addition  there  is  at  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  office,  in  Munn  avenue,  a  recording 
water  pressure  gauge  recording  the  exact 
pressure  every  moment  of  the  day  and 
night.  This  record  is  made  on  a  paper 
dish  moved  by  clockwork,  divided  into 
pressure  lines  and  twenty-four  hour 
spaces,  which  are  numbered  so  that  the 
pressure  of  any  particular  hour  or  minute 
can  be  seen,  and  this  disk  is  taken  off 
every  day,  dated  apd  filed  away.  The 
location  of  this  gauge  is  at  one  of  the 
highest  points  of  the  pipe  system,  and  the 
pressure  there  shown  is  of  course  the 
lightest  of  any  point.  The  pressure  at 
the  time  of  the  fire  at  National  Hall  and 
also  at  SeAbury  &  Johnson’s,  was  fully 
up  to  the  required  fire  standard.  An  ad 
dition&l  precaution  is  an  automatic  steam 
whistle  at  the  pumping  works,  which 
blows  a  warning  signal  whenever  the  water 
pressure  falls  below  the  set  figure.  This 
whistle  did  not  blow  at  any  time  during 
the  night  of  either  tire.”

Midwinter  Baptism.

The  following  incident  will  be  of  inter¬ 
est  to  some  of  our  Bloomfield  people,  as 
Mr.  H,  B.  Maurer,  whose  name  is  here 
mentioned,  was  at  one  time  a  student  in 
the  Bloomfield  Theological  Seminary, 
and  also  a  member  of  the  Bloomfield 
Baptist  church.  The  item  is  taken  from 
a  Hempstead,  L.  I.  paper,  where  Mr. 
Maurer  was  pastor  for  some  time. 

A  WD  WINTER  BAPTISMAL  SCENE. 

This  occurred  at  Berlin,  New  York, 
with  Mr.  H.  B.  Maurer  as  administra¬ 
tor.  The  place  was  a  large  spring  of 
clear  water,  in  a  picturesque  valley  amid 
the  mountains  of  that  vicinity.  Numer¬ 
ous  Bleighs  brought  spectators  from  a 
distance  and  a  large  crowd  came  on  foot 
from  the  village.  These,  taking  positions 
around  the  spring,  surrounded  by  snow, 
were  obliged  to  keep  in  motion,  like  so 
many  Shakers,  tramping  their  feet  in  or¬ 
der  to  keep  warm,  for  the  thermometer 
was  exactly  at  zero.  The  administrator 
with  head  uncovered,  stood  in  the  water 
up  to  his  waist,  reciting  a  few  appropri¬ 
ate  selections  from  Scripture.  Then  he 
led  each  of  the  nine  candidates  into  the 
water  while  the  people  sang,  and  on  a 
profession  of  their  faith,  baptized  them. 
Five  of  these  were  females.  All  engaged 
in  the  transaction  were  then  taken  to 
their  homes  in  their  wet  clothes.  The 
only  annoyance  felt  from  the  cold  was  on 
the  part  of  the  spectators,  some  of  whom 
had  their  ears  and  toes  frozen,  and  on 
the  part  of  the  administrator,  who,  when 
he  arrived  at  home,  could  not  for  some 
time  unbutton  his  baptismal  robe,  which 
had  frozen  to  his  body.  None  of  the  can 
didates  complained  of  the  cold  in  the 
least,  and  were  out  to  the  evening  church 
service  well  and  happy.  In  that  part  of 
the  country  all  baptisms  by  the  Baptists 
are  out-doors  at  all  times  of  the  year. 
Truly  in  our  region  such  a  scene  would 
be  a  novelty.  — , -

— The  Ticknors  have  prepared  a  unique 
celebration  of  the  seventy-ninth  an¬ 
niversary  of  Longfellow’s  birth, February 
26,  by  arranging  to  issue  his  biography 
on  that  day. 

— December,  January  and  February, 
are  three  pretty  volumes  of  verses  com¬ 
piled  by  that  faithful  and  industrious 
authologist,  Oscar  Fay  Adams.  Each 
volume  is  devoted  to  the  month  whose 
name  it  bears."  The  selections  have  been 
made  with  taste  and  judgment,  and  give 
in  a  limited  compass  the  best  and  most 
appropriate  jioems  of  the  seasons;  many 
of  the  selections  are  here  printed  for  the 
first  time. 

— Peck,  of  the  Milawukee  Sun,  who 
has  leaped  into  wealth  and  a  certain  kind 
of  fame  by  his  history  of  the  “Bad  Boy,” 
is  said  to  receive  a  larger  yearly  income 
from  his  newspaper  work  than  Emerson 
realized  during  his  entire  life. 

— Two  books  on  America  are  soon  to 
be  published  in  England,  the  ‘  first  a  his¬ 
tory  of  the  United  States,  from  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  Virginia  to  the  reconstruction 
of  the  union,  in  two  volumes,  by  Percy 
Greg;  and  the  second  an  illustrated  ac¬ 
count  of  emigrant  life  in  Kansas,  written 
from  personal  experience  by  Percy  Eb- 
butt 

— Messrs.  White,  Stokes  &  Allen  and 
E.  P  Dutton  &  Co.  are  both  busily  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  preparation  of  their  Easter 
publications,  which  this  year  will  almost 
entirely  take  the  form  of  illustrated  cards 
and  appropriate  poems.  The  select!  n, 
it  is  promised,  will  be  as  varied  ns  it 
gives  evidence  of  being  rich,  although 
neither  house  looks  for  more  than  a  brisk 
trade  for  the  approaching  holy  day. 

— A  “life”  of  the  late  Henry  W.  Shaw, 
(Josh  Billings)  is  in  course  of  prepara¬ 
tion  and  will  probably  receive  publication 
during  the  spring.  The  work  will  c<?n- 
tain  many  of  the  humorist’s  experiences 
on  his  lecturing  tours  and  summer 

Crneyings,  beside  several  pages  of 
selected  savings  of  “condensed  phil¬ 
osophy.”  Mr.  Elwood  J.  Bishop  for  a  long 
time  a  personal  friend  of  Mr.  Shaw  will  edit 
the  volume. 

— The  Rev.  A.  B.  Hervey  and  Dr.  R. 
H.  Ward  have  in  conjunction  brought 
out  a  very  valuable  work  on  “The  Mic 
roscope  in  Botany,”  which  fills  a  most 
important  niche  in  the  scientific  studies 
of  the  day.  Dr.  R.  H.  Ward  has  issued 
several  pamphlets  on  scientific  themes. 
His  “  Practical  Use  of  the  Microscope,” 
has  had  a  very  extensive  sale  both  in  this 
and  other  countries.  His  article,  pub¬ 
lished  last  year  in  Appleton’s  Cyclopcedia, 
is  one  of  the  finest  and  fullest  on  the 
subject  of  “  Microscopy”  ever  written  in 
this  country.  He  is  busily  at  work  on  a 
“Botany”  which  will  soon  be  published. 
— [Troy  Daily  Telegram.'] 

— Victor  Hugo,  by  Mr.  Swinburne, 
makes  its  appearance  here  simultaneous¬ 
ly  with  its  publication  in  England.  All 
readers  of  Mr.  Swinburne  are  aware  of 
the  influence  that  Hugo  exerted  upon  the 
English  poet,  and  of  the  warmth  of  his 
admiration  for  the  master.  The  present 
volume  is  characterized  by  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  the  subject  that  life-long 
love  and  study  alone  can  give,  and  the 
language  is  throughout  in  Swinburne’s 
best  prose  style,  full  of  striking  poetic 
imagery',  masterly  selections  of  epithets, 
and  a  sweeping  current  of  eloquence. 
(Worthington  &  Co.) 

— A  new  volume  of  verse,  by  Whittier 
containing  the  poems  he  has  written  since 
the  publication  of  “  The  Bay  of  Seven 
Islands,”  in  1883,  is  to  be  published  by 
Messrs.  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  So  wel¬ 
come  an  announcement  needs  no  com¬ 
ment 

— The  publishers  of  “  Frank’s  Ranche; 
or,  My  Holiday  in  the  Rockies,”  report 
that  tiie  supply  is  entirely  exhausted,  and 
a  second  edition  is  on  its  way  from  Eng¬ 
land.  It  is  an  open  secret  that  its  author 
is  Edward  Marston,  the  London  publish¬ 
er.  He  calls  hisjbook  “  a  contribution  to 
the  inquiry  into  what  we  are  to  do  with 
our  boys.” 

— The  little .  book  containing  Mrs. 
Olive  Thorne  Miller’s  essays  or  talks  on 
“  Bird  Ways”  (Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.), 
may  be  put  on  the  shelf  along  with 
“Wake  Robbin”  by  John  Burroughs, 
“  The  Maine  Woods”  by  Thoreau,  and 
“Birds  in  the  Bush”  by  Br afford  Torrey. 
It  is  born  of  the  same  spirit,  and  is  en¬ 


dowed  with  the  same  fascinating  qualities. 
“Olive  Thorne, -as  Mr*.  Miller  is  known 
to  the  literary  world,  has  long  been  a  pa¬ 
tient  and  dose  observer  of  birds.  She 
has  spent  days  and  weeks  with  them  in 
their  native  wild*,  unmindful  of  any  dis 
comfort  and  sacrifice  it  might  cost  to 
watch  their  ways  and  become  acquainted 
with  their  iieculiarities.  In  winter,  she 
continue*  her  investigation*  by  noting 
the  habit*  of  the  bird*  in  captivity  ;  keep¬ 
ing  a  small  colony  in  her  study,  and, 
while  carefully  attending  to  their  wants 
and  giving  them  all  the  freedom  possible, 
studying  their  behavior  under  these  con¬ 
ditions.  She  ha*  thu*  been  able  to  con¬ 
tribute  many  interesting  facts  to  our 
knowledge  of  bird  life,  and  placed  her 
readers  under  ad<litional  obligation  by 
the  delightful  manner  in  which  her  in¬ 
formation  is  imjiarted.  j 

— A  short  story,  which  iff l  ikely  to  be 
the  subject  of  much  comment,  and  sever¬ 
al  articles  of  remarkable  interest,  are  con 
turned  in  the  Atiantir  Monthly  lor  March. 
The  story  in  question  is  called  “  A  Broth 
er  to  Dragons,”  and  is  anonymous.  The 
notable  article*  are  a  paper  on  “  Ameri¬ 
cana,”  by  Justin  Wianor ;  a  consideration 
of  the  “Present  Condition  and  Prospects 
of  Architecture,”  by  Henry  Van  Brunt; 
an  article,  “  Classic  and  Romantic,”  on 
the  two  great  schools  in  literature,  by 
Frederic  Henry  Hedge ;  and  memorial 
papers  on  Dr.  Mulford  and  Gen.  Grant, 
by  Horace  E.  Scudder  and  T.  W.  Hig- 
ginson,  respectively.

John  Fiske  lias  an  instructive  paper  in 
the  series  he  has  been  contributing,  this 
time  on  the  “  United  States  after  the  Rev¬ 
olution.”  Iii  addition  to  these  attractions 
there  are  some  pleasant  poetry  and  also 
able  reviews  of  the  recent  “  Life  of  Gen. 
Stuart,”  of  some  of  Tennyson’s  latest 
poems,  of  Richard  Grant  White’s  Shakes¬ 
pearean  labors,  etc.,  etc.  Books  of  the 
Month  and  the  “  Club”  make  up  a  num¬ 
ber  as  entertaining  as  it  is  valuable.
